Mr. Hazelberg said, that .he would 


make no personal fight in the senate 
to retain 
his position against the 


governor's order. 


Indications are that the senate 


will accept Gov. Elaine's interpreta- 
tion of the statutes', in preference to 
the opinion of Atty. Gen. Morgan .'by 
confirming Mr. Smith as prohibition 
commissioner.

"It is a simple rule of statutory 


construction that where the lan- 
guage is unambiguous, there 
IB 


no room for construction. The stat- 
ute is so clear that the mere reading 
of it is sufficient to advise a layman 
of what the law is. The words of 
the statute, under . these circum- 
stances, should be given their- usual 
and ordinary significance, and 
no 


amount of any self-imposed opinion 
or forced construction can change 
the simple rule of law. Not only is 
the statute plain and unambiguous, 
but if anyone desires- to take 
the 


trouble of investigating the causes. 
they will find that the courts 
have 


decided, 
wherever the 
questions 


have been passed upon, that recess 
appointments, unless approved by 
the Senate at its next session, ter- 
minate with such session, or, in the 
language of oar statutes, are valid 
"until £wenty days after 
* » * 


meeting of the legislature;" 


"Section 14.22 provides in part as 


follows: "Subject to the approval 
of the Senate at the next succeeding 
session of the legislature." 
These 


words must be given their usual 
and ordinary meaning, and where 
the constitution provides for regu- 
lar and special sessions, in the ab- 
sence of an express provision, of the 
statutes, "ifae next succeeding ses- 
sion of the legislature" means just 
what it says. The courts have re- 
peatedly held that that language, 
and 'similar language, 
means any 


session of the legislature,' regular 
or special.

"However, the technical part is

Coordination of the unions in the 


fight against the so-called "Ameri-

The executive 
committee of the Wisconsin State 
Federation of Labor was requested 
in the resolution 
adopted by the 


conference to coordinate the activi- 
ties of local1 unions in the state to 
combat the open shop movement. 
The conference was expected to ad- 
journ Wednesday afternoon. 


W, L. Forrest of Janesville had 


introduced a resolution urging that 
the industrial army take over . the 
industries, but the resolution was 
lost in- committee, and the resolu- 
tion to fight the open shop was sub- 
stituted. 


J. J. Handley, secretary 
of the 


federation, who acted as secretary 
of the conference, was 
instructed 


to write to President Harding re- 
questing the immediate release and 
pardon of Eugene V. Debs and oth- 
er political prisoners. 


"Most of the war measures have 


been repealed," said the Debs res- 
olution, "and many of those con- 
victed of overt acts have been re- 
leased, therefore the continued im- 
prisonment of Eugene V. Debs, and 
other political prisoners, cannot be 
considered otherwise 
than a blot 


upon our boasted land of the free 
and the home of the brave, and the 
continued persecution of these men, 
for their beliefs and ideals is repug- 
nant to the principles upon which 
our government is founded." 


For Mopncy Freedom 


A resolution was to be adopted 


this afternoon . demanding the re- 
lease of Thomas Mooney and War- 
ren K. Billings on the ground that 
it has been established that they 
were convicted on perjured testi- 
mony. Another resolution to be in- 
troduced was one demanding a re- 
sumption of trade with soviet Rus- 
sia, in view of the fact that there 
are 3,500,000 unemployed in

Many Bills Are Up. 


Action taken by the conference: 


Approved the Olson bill giving Mil- 
waukee the right to annex territory. 
Opposed bill ISA amending sections 
of the Wisconsin prohibition laws, 
providing for state police to .enforce 
its provisions. Passed a resolution 
asking union men not to purchase 
cigars made by cigar 
companies 


which, have refused to employ union 
cigar makers. 
Instructed the ex- 


ecutive board of the federation tb.

$250,000 Tax 
On Bachelors 
Is Proposed 


Bachelors will have to pay taxes 


if the bill offered by Assemblyman 
H. M. Mark, Hurley, is enacted into 
law. 


The bill provides a tax of $10-on 


all bachelors between the ages of 
31 and 55 years inclusive. The as- 
sessor in' the towns, villages and 
cities shall take the roll of bachelors 
each year 
and shall 
place- their 


name on the assessment roll for a 
$10 tax. 


The money collected 
from 
this 


tax shall go into the new state ed- 
ucational fund for the support of 
the common schools, normal schools 
and university. 


A man who has been divorced or 


whose wife 
has died within two 


years shall not be subject to the tax. 
Neither will the man who has chil- 
dren to support. 


"I 'believe that this law wfll 'bring 


into the treasury over a quarter mil- 
lion of dollars," said Assemblyman 
.Mark on Wednesday. 


"There is no reason why these un- 


married men should not pay taxes. 
Take northern Wisconsin. 
There 


are some men who work and earn 
over $1,500 a year and never pay a 
cent of taxes. This bill will make 
them pay toward the support of 
their government"

Legislation to do away |With un- 


employment by making it profitable 
for industries to operate throughout 
the year was 
advocated 
Tuesday 


afternron by Prof. John E. Com- 
mons before the senate judiciary 
committee holding its meeting in the 
assembly chamber. A bill to ac- 
complish this purpose, and embody- 
ing the idea of Prof, Commons, has 
been presented to the legislature by- 
Sen. H. A. Huber, Dane county. Ar- 
guments centered around this meas- 
ure. 


Prof. Commons said that Wiscon- 


sin took the advance step in work- 
ing out the workmen's compensation 
laws, and that manufacturers 
in 


this state had found that such leg- 
islation in this state was beneficial. 
He declared that the unemployment 
law now before the legislature is a 
copy of the industrial commission 
net; that by striking out the word 
"accident" in the workmen's com- 
pensation act and substituting tho 
n-ord "unemployment" 
one 
would 


have a draft of the Huber bill. 


Tho Huber measure provides that 


industries shall insure 
themselves 


against unemployment. 
It is the 


belief of Prof. Commons that if this 
is done factory work can be spreaa 
throughout the year instead of be- 
coming seasonal. 
He exhibited a 


table of statistics from Massachu- 
setts which showed in the^period of 
22 years in the principal industries 
of that state, unemployment varied 
from 2 per cent to 20 per cent and 
that the average would be about 10 
per cent. 


Using this as 'the basis he show- 


ed that a man would b« out of em- 
ployment about 5 weeks a year and 
would be employed about 47 weeks 
a year. On "the basis of charging 
about jl a week for insurance per 
man a sufficient fund would be ac- 
cumulated to pay unemployment in- 
surance for the five weeks that the 
man was out of employment. The 
provisions of the measure would be 
administered by the present indus- 
trial commission. 


"I attribute the whole socialistic 


agitation," said Prof. Commons, "to 
tho fact 
that 
capitalism makes 


money from the laboring man in 
times of expansion und then drops 
him when business is slack. Busi- 
ness has made the investor safe but 
it has overlooked 
making the job 


safe. When I was in Milwaukee a 
few years ago I found that the em- 
ployes of the street railroad were 
making more money in a year at 22 
cents per hour than carpenters who 
were making 44 cents an hour at 
that time. This was because of the 
uncertainty of the length of the jobs 
in the building trades. 
• 


"Hard 
times 
today 
are 
not 


brought about by financial con^ir- 
acy. This period is brought on by 
a period of over expansion two and 
three years ago. Banks were still 
inflating credit two years after the 
war was over. This bill, by making 
every employee a liability to the em- 
nloyer, would malffr banks go slow- 
er on granting credit and would pre- 
vent such periods of o.ver expan- 
sion.' 


Prof. Commons declared that ht. 


believed the bill 
would 
result in 


more continuous employment of men 
at less expense to the manufact-T- 
er. 
Unrest, he thought, would be 


removed and a more friendly feel- 
ing would be developed between la- 
bor and capital. He believes that 
this plan marks the next step of in- 
dustrial advance in this country.^

COLLEGE IORK 


Nye Bill Proposes Evening 


Instruction of Col- 


lege Grade 


Sen. Ray J. Nye, Superior, of- 


fered a bill in the upper house on 
Wednesday which provides for even- 
ing and part time college work. 


In cities of the first, second and 


third classes, instruction of college 
grade may be provided by means of 
courses administered in the evening 
or- at other convenient hours. The 
cost.of instruction for such classes 
shall be paid by the state at the rate 
of $7.50 per student in average 'at- 
tendance lor -each hour .of instruc- 
tion per semester, but a total of 
not more than $3,000 per year shall 
be paid by the state for such classes 
in any one city. 


The immediate administration of 


such college work shall 
be in the 


hands of the state board charged 
with the administration of the local 
institution; and all expenses other 
than for instruction shall be provid- 
ed locally. But the instructors and 
J:he courses of study shall be ap- 
proved by the secretary of the state 
board of 
education before 
any 


money is paid by the state. 


The local board shall report at the 


end of each semester the number 
of students in average attendance 
for each hour of instruction. There 
shall be appropriated $15,000, to the 
state board as state aid. 


Such instruction may accept gifts, 


legacies, devises or bequests.

Physicians 


The hospital situation at Oshkosh 


and other cities of the state, where 
it is claimed 
licensed 
physicians 


have been discriminated against,' is 
before the legislature. Two bills 
have been offered by Assemblyman 
George R. Jones of Oshkosh, by re- 
ojiest.

But they have acted as a unit in pre- 
senting their demands to the legislature. They want the eight 
hour bills passed, they want unemployment insurance, the home 
rule amendment for cities, the limit of bonded indebtedness 
raised for cities; they want private detective agencies regii- 
lated, they want the constitutional prohibition against the state 
engaging in internal improvements removed entirely and they 
have their program of educational bills. 


The delegates made an impressive showing when they at- 


tended the hearing on the Huber unemployment bill yesterday 
afternoon at the assembly chamber. 


They made every member of the legislature feel that one 


certain large element of his constituency is alive, is watching 
his, acts, and is judging them to see whether labor is being 
REPRESENTED or misrepresented and betrayed. 


Besides attending the hearing yesterday, the labor dele- 


gates made it a ;;sint to meet their assemblyman and senators 
and to ask for their support for the labor bills.
